AROHITECT JENISON’S SCHEME, 


Engineers Speak Favorably of It—An Aus- 
trian Representative Here. 

Mr. E. 8. Jenison’s plans for a World’s 
Fair building covering 190 acres are provok- 
ing much interest ana discussion, The vital 
points to be considered are the strength of 
materiais and the limits of strains, both pos- 
sible and actual. A TRIBUNE reporter yes- 
terday interviewed a number of civil and 
mechanical engineers who are acknowledged 
authorities as to whether Mr. Jenison’s idea 
was feasible. 

“To swing that roof would be equivalent 
to building a bridge span 3,000 feet long,” 
said C. L. Strobel, Chief Engineer for the 
Keystone Bridge company. No such span 
was ever built. The roof would have to be 
constructed for such a span. Can it be done? 
Fes.“ 

“I see no difficulties in the project but 
what engineering skill can overcome, said 
J. F. Wallace, Superintendent for E. I. 
Corthell and a bridge expert. 

“With time and money you can bridge the 
Atlantic Ocean,“ exciaimed George S. Mor- 
rison. “Everything 1s possible to engineer- 
ing skill within the limits of the strength of 
materials.“ 

“Ts this!“ 

“Yes. But you know the story of the 
philosopher who asserted that he could con- 
struct a lever to move the earth. According 
to accurate calculation it would take him 
over a billion years to move the earth one 
inch. Now, this scheme is 80 great 
a departure from the conventional 
that there may be enormous 
difficulties in the way of carrying it out in a 
limited time. Butitisa good idea and de- 
serves careful investigation. if I were to 
build that tower, though, I'd make its base 
300 feet in diameter instead of sixty-six.” 


T haven’t examined the plans, but 1 don't 


see how it can be done,“ said A. Gottlien. 
„ The tower is too high and the load of the 
roof too great.”’ 

“ There is no question as to the ability of 


f engineers to construct the building,.“ said L. 


E. Cooley. The only question is one ot ex- 
pediency. There may be some problems as 
to detail somewhat unprecedented in charac- 
ter, and each engineer would have his own 
ideas as to how they should de worked out.” 

It is possible to swing the roof Mr. Jeni- 
son proposes, said W. J. Karner. 

“ The plan is worthy of investigation and 
thorough consideration,” said Benezette 
Williams. ‘* There are too many good points 
about it for it to be passed over lightly. Of 
course, a roof of that size can be swung. It 
is just like swinging a suspension bridge of 
that length of span.“ 

Mr. B. Ludwig of Vienna, Austria, was at 
the Auditorium Hotel yesterday, being the 
first representative of any European firm to 
reach Chicago to arrangé for on exhibit at 
the Worid’s Fair. He has been traveling for 
pleasure in the East for some time, but when 
Chicago was chosen as the Fair site he re- 
ceived instructions from his father, one of 
the wealthiest and most influential of Aus- 
trian manufacturers, to come at once to this 
city and reportall that could be learned of 
importance to European exhibiters. He was 
asked yesterday as to the probable extent 
and importance of the foreign exhibit. 

„The exhibits of Austria and Germany,” 
he said, will certainly, and those of ower 
countries probably, far exceed both in size 
and beauty the exhibits which they made 
last year at Paris. Austria will make a su- 
verb display. We have not yet appreciated 
tue size and beauty of Chicago, nor have we 
grasped the fact that, with a history of 
svarcely fifty years, she can be of great im- 
portance. But for all that I should not be 
surprisea if the exhibit we shall send you 
should prove even grander than you desire 
to nave compared with your own.”

COURT-MARTIAL OF CAPT. FREHET, 


It Will Commence at Fort Yates Tomor- 
row—Charges Against the ()flicer.

The saies- 
man drew a chair up to the table and opened 
the package.

PURCHASED BY CALVIN 8. BRICE. 


Sale of the Fort Wayne, Cincinoati and 
3 Louisville Railway. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 3.—[Special.]— 
The object of Calvin S. Brice’s present visit 
to Indiana was developed today when it was 
announced from Fort Wayne that he had 
purchased in fee simpie the road-bed, ter- 
minal properties, and equipment of the Fort 
Wayne, Cincinnatiand Louisville railroad, 
including the Rushville branch. This is what 
was formerly the Fort Wayne, Muncie and 
Cincinnati, running from Fort Wayne to 
Conaersville, with a branch from Newcastie 
to Rushville, connecting there with the Big 
Four aud Ohio and Mississippi for Lousville. 
At Connersville it meets the White Water 
road to Cincinnati, and the system has been 
operated as the “ Muncie Route.“ 

The de@ was closed at Fort Wayne today, 
and the papers are being made out transfer- 
ring the property from the Fort Wayne, 
Chicago and Louisville corporation, of which 
Elijab Smith of Boston is President, to Mr. 
Brice individually. The consideration is re- 
ported to be $2,500,000,.but the terms and 
whether cash or other railway securities 
were used in the transaction have not been 
divuiged. Brice’s Lake Erie and Western 
connects with his new purchase at Muncie, 
aad it is probably for the benefit of that road 
that the acquisition is made, as it will give 
the system a strong hold on the natural gas 
region of Ohio and Indiana. 

It is thought the New York party known as 
the Brice-Thomas syndicate is behind the 
deal, and that the new road will either be 
leased to the Lake Erie and Western or op- 
erated in harmony with it by a new company 
yet to be organized. It is generally under- 
stood that it will cut loose fromthe White 
Water alliance.

The People of That State for Nearly Six. 
Years Have Tried to Enforce the Pro- 
hibitory Law, and Their Lack of Suc-' 


cess Makes It Evident to Mr. Clarkson 
That a Change in the Law Is Neces- 
ssry—Charges of Fraud Against Alder- 
man-elect Spelman of Peoria. 
WasuHineTon, D. C., April 3.—Mr. Clarkson 
of Iowa, First Assistant Postmaster-General, 
speaking in regard to the causes which re- 
sulted in the State conference of the anti- 
Prohibition Republicans in lowa, said: It 
is best to admit frankly that this conference 
was made up of influential Republicans 
headed by ex-Gov. Kirkwood, formerly 
United States Senator and afterwards Sec- 
retary of the Interior. It is impossible for 
any one outside of Iowa to understand the 
present feeling there unless he knows all of 
the facts. Iowa is a strong temperance 
State. When the Democrats had control of 
it in the fifties the sentiment even then Was 
so strong that that party enacted a prohibi- 
uon law, prohibiting. the sale of all 
kinds of liquors, wines, and beers. The 


Republicans at about the beginning of 


the war, largely under the influence of Ger- 
man immigration, amended the law 80 as to 
permit the sale of ale, wine, and beer, while 
alcoholic liquors still remained absolutely 
prohibited. Temperance agitation went on 
and finally in 1882 a prohibition amendment 
was carried by about 30,000 majority. The 
Supreme Court afterwards declared the 
amendment invalid because of some technical 
error. The temperance people demanded of 
the Republican party the enactment of a 
prohibitory law and the party, recognizing 
the instruction of the people at the 
polls, enacted the present law. It 
has been on trial nearly six years. 
While it has proved au admirable law for the 
agricuitural counties and the smaller towns, 
it has failed to find the public opinion to en- 
force itself in the larger cities andin the 
counties on the Mississippi River, which are 
largely settled by people of European birth. 
In perhaps eighty- ve counties of the State 
it is well enforced. 

“The Republican party has never been 
united in the support of the measure. As 
many as 50,000 or 60,000 Republicans have 
been opposed to it, but have gone along with 
the party, willing to see the experiment 
tried, Now that it has been tried and has 
failed in 2 they insist that the law should 
be amended so as to give prohibition to the 
80 per cent of lowa where public opin- 
ion favors and enforces it, but that 
some other method of regulating and 
repressing the traffic should be given to the 
20 per cent of the State where experience 
shows that it never can be enforced. This 
convention of Wednesday was representa- 
tive of these 50,000 or 60,000 Republicans. 
The most of them areas loyal to the party 
as any others. . 

My own judgment is that some such mod- 
ification as demanded should be made. Of 
course it would cause some injury to the 
party, but itis pretty plain that greater in- 
— will be caused to the party if it is not 
one.

Stockholders of the Cincinnati “ Commer- 
cial-Gazette’”’ Dissatisfied with Hig Course. 

Cincinnati, O., April 3.—[Special.]|—The 
retirement of Murat Halstead from the act- 
ive editorial management of the Commercial- 
Gazette has caused considerable comment 
here. It has been rumored so often before 
that, although the story was started again 
two weeks ago, no one credited it until to- 
day. In an interview published in a New 
York paper, and which was reprodu*ed in 
the Commercial-Gazette today, Mr. Halstead 
says that he has become tired of managing 
the paper. Hethinks there should not be 
too much one-man power and says that he 
will remain in New York for a time at * 
but will continue to express his opinion an 
keep his eye on Ohio affairs. 

He did not tell the whole story. Some of 
the stockholders of the paper have been dis- 
satisfied with Mr. Halstead’s bold course on 
several questions. The patrons of the Com- 
mercial-Gazette have severely criticised its 
course in the ballot-box forgery matter 
while the religious element have quarreled 
with Mr. Halstead on account of his advo- 
cacy of liberal Sunday laws. Besides all this 
the friendship and support of the Foster 
wing of the Republican party has been alien- 
ated. These various causes have hurt the 
circulation of the paper and a change was 
deemed advisable. 

Deacon Richard Smith, A. Howard Hinkle 
of the firm of Van Antwerp, Bragg & Co., 
and James M. Glenn are the principal stoch- 
holders, aside from Mr. Halstead, who holds 
three-fifths of the stock. Mr. Smith will 
have charge of the paper in the new deal 
and will de assisted by Marshall Halstead. 
Mr. Hinkle, who is. said to control 
much of Mr. Halstead’s stock, will not 
make public the extent of the changes 
forafew days. Itis known, however, that 
several members of the present force will be 
cut off. The Commércial-Gazette has been car- 
rying several useless employés on its pay- 
roll, simply becatise they held stock in the 
paper. Some of these will have to go. The 
report is that James Boyle and Fred D. Mus- 
sey will be the Washington correspondents 


under the new régime, and that Gen. Boyn- 


ton will be retired. The staff is all at sea, 
and every man is expecting to find himseif 
turned out. 

New York, Aprit 8.—[Special.I— Mr. Hal- 
stead declared himself in his usual emphatic 
style when found at the New Lork office of 
the Commercial-Gazdie today. He stated that 
there was not a particle of truth in the re- 
port. He is still id editorial command of the 
Commerciat-Gazetle, and proposes to stay right 
where he 1s. Mr. Halstead could not ac- 
count for such a weird story as the one sent 
out from Cinoinnai, although he supposed 
there were some people in Ohio that would 
be glad to see him Oftstde of the Buckeye 
State. These people, however, were his po- 
litical opponents, ana were not in any sense 
friends of his or of the Republican party. 

Mr. Haistead said that the report states 
that the trouble began at the annual meeting 
of the Board of Directors, when, as a matter 
of fact, the board’s annual meeting will not 
take place until the 15th of the month.

STARTLING YOUTHFUL DEPRAVITY. 


Two Boys Indicted by the Grand Jury and 
Heid in Heavy Bait. 

The grand jury investigated a startling case 
of youthful depravity yesterday. ‘It was pre- 
sented to them by J. W. Norton of the North- 
western road. The company had been an- 
noyed for some time by the theft of brass 
and pieces of iron from their cars and 
switches, and in Vecember last stationed an 
officer at Palatine to discover the perpe- 
trators. The night of Dec. 16a switch located 
a little out from the city was turned and a 
freight-train had a narrow escape from 
serious wreck. The guilty parties, how- 
ever, were not discovered until some 
time afterwards, when one night 
they fired two shots through me 
windows of a rapidly moving Woodstock 
passenger train.

The boys declared they had attempted to 
wreck the train, and did the shooting just 


for fun.”’ 

Four indictments were returned against 
each of them, bail being fixed at 4,000. 
Krueger’s bail was subsequently reduced at 
the request of the lad’s favher. 


VICTIMIZED A BUCKET-SHOP. 


A Grain Specaiator Piays a Trick That 
Nets Him $250. 

A well-known bucket-shop was neatly vic- 
timized yesterdav. The shop gets its quota- 
tions from boys who go on the ’Change floor 
and hurry back with the figures. 

An adroit outside speculator watched until 
he got the hang of the system and then pro- 
ceeded to supply a boy with bogus quotations. 
The result was that May wheat 
jumped suddenly from 7956 to 
80. The specuiator thereupon sold 
the bucket-shop 50,000 bushels at 80—a price 
which the future did not touch all day. A 
tew minutes later he bought thé stuff at 7936. 
and was in $250. 

The sum is insignificant in itself, but 
it shows which way the wind blows, and 
really amounts to first blood for the Board of 
Trade in its fight against the bucket-shops.

CHICAGO’S STRIKING PLUMBERS 


They’re as Firm as Ever and So Are the 
Bosses. 

, The “juniors” among the plumbers have 

made a demand for an advance of 50 cents a 

day. and expect that the employ¢yrs will grant 

it. But they are under an agreement not to 

go back to work untii the journeymen do. 

The strikers spent the day at their head- 
quarters. They felt as confident as ever of 
victory. It was announced that three more 
shops had granted their demands—John F. 
Lavery, No. 3648 Cotta Grove avenue; D. 
J. Rock, No. 86 North Clark street; August 
Keeley, No. 25 Washington street; 1 
Verity. No. 229 Randolph street. 

The men claim the bosses will pot be able to 
find non-union men to fill the vacancies. It 
was reported to the master plumbers that 
Degnan, Powers, Curtin, Thompson, ana 
Winterborn, who agreed to the demands of 


the men Wednesday, had ¢hut up shop agein, 


but the strikers deny this. 

At a meeting of the strikers yesterday the 
President of the union invited the President 
of the juniors, who have hastily organized, 
to occupy a seat on the platform by his side, 
and the young man so honored made a 
speech in which he assured the journeymen 
5 the juniors would stand by them to the 
end. 

The trouble is,” said an old and expert 
plumber, the bosses want to make out that 
we are all juniors and pay us accordingly. 
They at least want to pay us the low rate for 
journeymen, which is $3.15. Now, I have 
been getting $3.60 mght along, but 1 know of 
many first-class men who had to work at the 
second-class rate. They would be out of a 
job and go and apply for work at some shop. 
They were told the boss had no work for a 
high-priced man, but plenty of the second- 
class order. Rather than be idle men would 
take that work. Gradually this became gen- 
eral, yet the bosses charge their customers 
at the rate of $5.50 per day and we only get 
$3.15 out of it.“ 

SAYS IT’S A MATTER OF PRINCIPLE. 

“It is not a question of high wages,“ said 
E. Baggott, one of the largest employers. 
It is a matter of principle. We are willing 
to pay $38.75 to the first-class men. It would 
mean an advauce of only 15 cents to them. 
But it is the second-class men that make the 
‘ick.’ They are getting $3.15. Now, we 
don’t want to pay poor workmen as much as 
we.pay good ones. Ina busy season we are 
obliged to have men around whom we would 
rather not have. Wegive them work when 
there are no first-class men to doit. Yet we 
must pay them at the same rate as the good 
men, whom we keep busy all the time. Is 
that tair! We will just keep quiet for a day 
or two. We have not hired any new men 
yet, but Monday we propose to start to 
work.“ 

The fight will begin in earnest next Mon- 
day. The committee of the master piumbers 
met yesterday to complete arrangements for 
hiring special police to protect the men 
whom tney intend to employ. Complaints 
are still made that the plumbers’ committees 
use threats to cause men to quit work. While 
working in a new building yesterday a non- 
union plumber was struck by a brick that 
dropped from the floor above where some 
bricklayers were at work. Of course it was 
declared to have been an accident, but the 
master plumbers think there is a meaning in 
such accidents. At another building the 
union carpenters said they would strike 
when they were told that non-union plumbers 
would be put to work. | 

The strikers are discussing a plan for a co- 
operative association to take contracts for 
plumbing and “employ themselves.“ each 
union man to get union wages and a share of 
the profits, according to the amount of stock 
he holds,

THE CIRCUS TENT PLAN. 

The plans submitted to the Real-Estate 
Board by Architect Jenison for placing the 
Worild’s Fair exhibition under a single roof 
covering a space of 190 acres, supported from 
a center pole 1,600 feet high, like a huge cir- 
cus tent, are ingenious, but are they not 
impracticable and totally irrelevant so far as 
the purposes of such a Fair are concerned? 
Even admitting that there are no engineer- 
ing impossibilities in the way, that the huge 
structure could be safely anchored to the 
piles upon which it is proposed to rest, and 
that its corrugated iron or canvas roofing 
tould be made to resist the action of high 
winds over a quarter of a mile up in the air, 
even then we submit that the vast tent 
would be totally unsuited to the objects of a 
World’s Fair, however ingenious or success- 
ful it micht be as a sky-scraper, erected for 
the purpose of beating the Eiffel Tower. 

A structure ofsthis kind, in the first place, 
would violate every canon of good taste and 
prove to be an artistic and architectural 
abomination. The charmof the Paris Expo- 
sition largely consisted in the var ng archi- 
tectural lines and artistic decorations of the 
detached buildings, each one having been 
constructed and ornamented with the idea of 
relevancy to the use or purpose for which it 
was designed. This coula not be secured in 
this circus plan. To combine different styles 
of adornment and of architecture in one 
building would only result in a hodge 
podge that would be ridiculous. Again, 
how could exhibition be made to the 
best effect in such a building? 
Where would the acres of pictures be 
hung, for instance, so that they could be 
easily seen and studied to the best advan- 
tage? How would the statuary be disposed? 
Where would the music-hall be located! 
What would be done with the machinery, 
which requires strong ceilings and supports 
for its miles of shafting? What cout be 
done with the numerous articies which must 
be hung up and with others which must 
have rooms to themselves in order to be 
properly displayed? In such a building it 
would be absolutely necessary to have walls, 
partitions, and compartments, but these 
would at once destroy the line of sight and 
the effect intended of 190 acres of space would 
be destroyed. 

Again, the Federal Government wants to 
erect its own. building, and there may be 
foreiga Governments which will want to do 
the same, as twenty of them did at Paris, 
and may not fancy dumping their exhibits 
into this huge circus tent with its hundreds 
of rings. 

Architect Jenison estimates that his build- 
ing would cost $6,000,000. It it did not come 
nearer $20,000,000 we should be surprised, 
and in the end what should we have! A 
building that would never satisfy exhibiters; 
that would not show exhibits to the best ad- 
vantage; that would mix things up in an in- 
congruous manner—pictures and machinery, 


and goods, statues, and locomotives, thrasb- 


ing machines and bric-®brac, etc., thgt 
would distract, confuse, and tire the visitor; 
and that would sacrifice all ideas of good 
taste merely to beat the Eiffel Tower. 


THE SUPREME COURT AND THE GRANGEBRBS. 
The resolutiens of the State Farmers’ Al- 
liance of Minnesota denouncing the United 
States Supreme Court for ite decision in the 
milk-rate railroad case are as follows: 


WHEREAS, It is reported by the daily press that 
the United States Supreme Court has recently 
decided in a case appealed from this State that 
the Railroad Commission (and inferentially the 
State Legislature) has no right or power to pre- 
scribe rates for transportation on the railroads of 
the State or to do more than establish prima 
Jacie reasonable rates, each detail to be fought 
over in a succession of courts, with interminable 
litigation, thereby practically nullifying or re- 
versing the great decisions of the same court 
made some years since in the Granger cases; 
therefore 

Resolved, By the Executive Committee of the 
State Farmers’ Alliance, speaking in behalf of 
30,000 farmers of Minnesota, that we regard the 
said recent decision as one of the greatest in- 
justices in the history of our country and as 
signifying the subjection of the people and the 
State to the unlimited control of the railroad 
corporations of this country. 

Resolved, That we appeal from this second Dred 
Scott decision to the people of the Nation and 
we ask them to consider whether any other race 
would submit to have their liberties thus wheedled 
away from them on technicalities by a squad of 
lawyers sitting as a supreme authorit * high 
above Congress, a and people. e Call 
attention to the fact that the citizens of England, 

from whom we have largely derived our form of 
n would not permit for one instant a 
nch of Judges to nullify an act of Parliament. 
There the people are proverly omnipotent, No 
civilized government on earth has ever conferred 
such Pn pen upon any court as are by our Con- 
stitution granted to the United States Supreme 
Court. In our anxiety to protect the rights of 
property we have created a machinery that 
— to destroy the rights ot man. ' 


It the decision of the Supreme Court was 
as stated above the people could not ba ex- 
pected to endure it patiently, but instead to 
take any steps needed to correct it. It would 
not de necessary to abolish the Supreme 
Court and try to run the Government ma- 
chine without a balance wheel or governor 
as the Southern States did in 1861-66. There 
must be some final authority to determine 
the dividing line between State and Federal 
authority and the rights of citizens and theig 
property in other States than their own, and 
if the Supreme Court should ever get hope- 
lessly wroug in any particular the people 
can make the necessary correction and put 
the Judges right by means of an amendment 
to the Constitution. That will not be neces- 
sary in this instance, however. The Minne- 
sota farmers only need to have the railroad 
law of that State changed so as to make the 
rates fixed by the Railroad Commission prima 
Jacie and not conclusive evidence as to what 
is reasonable and just. 

The Mifinesota law will then be like the 
railroad statutes of Iowa and Illinois. If the 
railroads want te cpntest the rates fixed they 
cannot attack individual shippers and par- 
ticular charges, but must question the 
schedules as a whole and make their fight 
against the State. To obtain relief they 
must show positively that the rates fixed, 
taken together, will not return any profit on 
the money actuaily invested in the railroad 
lines. It will be some time before any rail- 
road company appears in court with proof of 
that character, but when any of them do and 
profess a desire to base rates, not on fictitious 
capitalization or watered stock, but on the 
expense of moving freight and a fair profit 
on capital actually invested, shippers can 
well afford to meet them half way. 

If the Minnesota lawmakers will amend 
their law and bring it into conformity with 
the Illinois and Iowa acts the railroads of 
that State will be compelled to give shippers 
any rates fixed by the commission until tne 
| carriers go into court and prove that the 
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This poli wae decided by the 1 Court 
several years ago, and there is nothing in 
the recent ruling that alters or modifies it. 

The Minnesota farmers are in error in sup- 
posing that the decision just rendered con- 
templates a multiplicity of suits between 
shippers and railroad companies, or that the 
carriers can avoid obedience to the rates 
fixed auring the time they wage a contest in 
the courts. | 


ALD. POWERS AND PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS, 


The voters of the Nimeteenth Ward last 


Tuesday returned Ald. Powers, doggery- 
keeper, to the Council by a vote 2,823 against 
1,686. The Republicans voted for an Inde- 
pendent Democrat, who, like Powers, 
was a Roman Catholic and an Irish- 
man, but, unlike him, had not 3 
scaly record in the Council. But Powers got 
nearly twice as many votes as his decent an- 
tagonist, and was not surprised that he did 
so, for, said he, a day or two before election: 


I have 750 saloons at my back. It is true you 
have the church and the press. But the peopie 
of the Nineteenth Ward are a people that is gov- 
erned by the saloons—not by the church—not by 
the press. 1am as good as elected now. 


The victory of this man Powers, disgrace- 
ful as it is, furnishes an excellent opportuni- 
ty for forming a judgment as to the infiu- 
ence, in one ward at least, of parochial 
schools. The Roman Catholic Bishops per- 
petuaily attack the public schools, on the 
ground that they divorce religion and moral- 
ity from education. Says Cardinal Gibbons: 
“Children should breathe every day a 
healthy religious atmosphere in those 
schools, in which not only are their minds 
enlightened, but the seeds of faith, piety, 
and sound morality are nourished and invig- 
orated. Says the Third Plenary Council of 
Baltimore: Tha profits and blessings ac- 
cruing from the preservation of faith and 
morais in parochial schools redound to the 
benefit of the whole community.” 

It is to the Nineteenth Ward that one 
would naturally look for the perfect truit of 
these benetits. A large majority of its popu- 
lation belongs to the Roman Catholic faith. 
In that ward is the great Twelfth street 
Jesuit Church, whose many services are 
crowded. There are six parochial schools 
with nearly 5,000 pupils belonging to that 
church, most of whom live in the Nineteenth 
Ward. There are nearly as many children 
in the parochial asin the free schools. The 
former were established so many years ago 
that there has been abundant time for them 
to show their beneficent workings. 

Nor is it likely that the graduatesof these 
parish schools abstain from politics. They 
would violate their duty if they did. For, 
says Pope Leo: 

We exhort all Catholics to take an active part 
in all municipal affairs and elections. All Catho- 
lics must make themselves felt as active ele- 
ments in daily political life in the countries 
where they live. 

The presumption is, therefore, that the 
children rbared in the parochial schools of 
the Nineteenth Ward who had reached yot- 
ing age formed a portion of those who took 
an active part in Tuesday’s election. 

It does not follow that they would have 
voted otherwise had they gone to the public 
schools, but it proves pretty clearly that the 
blending of religion and education in paro- 
chiai schools from which such great things 
are promised does not lessen the number of 
tough voters in the Nineteenth Ward. 

There is another thing which is puzzling 
some people, and that is why the Roman 
Catholic Bishops of Milwaukee should plunge 
into politics to defeat the Bennett law, and 
should force their co-religionists to turn out 
in force and vote foracertain ticket, while 
the priests of the Jesuit Chureh did not lift a 
finger to defeat this man Powers, who had 
boasted that the saloon was mightier than 
the church, and had voted to plant a dog- 
gery as close as possible to every house of 
worship. Had they chosen to defeat Mr. 
Powers, it seems as if they might have done 
so Casily, unless the Catholic voters of the 
Nineveenth Ward are not as disciplined as 
those of Milwaukee. But they did not, and 
the moral influence of their parochial schools 
did not. Who can explain these puzzles

OUTRAGEOUS PRIESTLY DECEPTIONS. 

An editorial from the Milwaukee Sentinel 
published elsewhere will give tne reader 
some idea of the shameless misrepresenta- 
tions of the Benrett law by the German 
clerics of that city which made it so easy for 
them to drive their parishioners to the polis 
to vote for the candidates of the party which 
pledged itself to repeal it.

They may be taught by 
Roman Catholic priests, Lutheran ministers, 
or teachers who profess no creed. But they 
must have somewhere elementary schooling 
in the language of the country. Those who 
stirred up the ignorant foreign voters of Mil- 
waukee were not unaware of the real pur- 
pose of the law they so maliciously and 
maliguantly misrepresented, and some day 
they will have to answer for the outrageous 
deceit they practiced on their befooled con- 
gregations.

THE ROYALTY COPYRIGHT SCHEME. 

Mr. R. F. Smith of Philadelphia has con- 
tributed to the Nineteenth Century magazine 
an article entitled “An Olive Branch from 
America,” in which he formulates a royalty 
copyright scheme which shall take the place 
of the proposed falsely-called international 
copyright, since it is not international in any 
seuseé, as no reciprocity is possible under it. 
Mr. Sntith’s proposition, in effect, is that the 
payment of a royalty of 10 per cent of the 
retail price, which is very tiberal, shall se- 
cure to any American publisher the right to 
publish the works of any foreign author. 
The security of this payment is in the shaps 
of stamps representing the royalty rate, to 
be purchased from the author; one of them to 
be affixed upon every copy of the book placed 
upon the market. 

The stamp plan is an ingenious one, but not 
altogether necessary, and perhaps not alto- 
gether desirable, as the author himself might 
cnt off competition py declining to sell the 
stamps to more than one publisher, @nd the 
stamps might also be easily counterfeited: 
but as to the general principle of royalty 
copyright Mr. Smith is on the right track. 
It is the real and only practical soluuon of the 
problem of cheap books, and is therefore in- 
finitely preferable to the mternational copy- 
right abominataon, which is in the interests

Justin McCarthy 
says: “It (America) will not consent to 
adopt any arrangement with England which 
will put a high price on books, and, there- 
fore, the principle, of Pearsall Smith’s 
scheme appears to be unassailable.“ Mr. 
Pearsall Smith’s scheme is thus stated in his 
own language:

out of the school business and leave instruc- 
tion to private and ecclesiastical agencies. 
The State is required to see that the means 
of education are free to all. It is equally its 
duty to see that ali take ad vantage of what it 
offers or get equally good instruction some- 
where else. 

It is better to look at the true issue involved 
in the present; controversy. It is not the 
Bennett law or the similar Illinois statute 
that ison trial. The question is whether the 
American school system shall be retained 
ana lived up to or abandoned at the order of 
foreign prelates aided by officeseeking 
American allies whose ravenous appetite for 
spoil has destroyed all love of American 
principles in their cankered hearts. 

Tur New York Jvening Post in its striet- 
ures upon Tammany complains that the Re- 
publicans of that city do not go in with its 
opponents and help crush it. Perhaps the 
Post will remember that the Republicans of 
New York last fall made a fusion with the 
County Democracy, but what was the result?

HARD TIMES FOR EASTERN FARMERS. 


Unable to Meet Their Obligations— Many 
Fatiures in Pennayivania. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 3.—[Special. |— 
Every day brings fresh evidences of the 
financial distress among the farmers of the 
State, and it » exciting much alarm in the 
smaller cities. At Lancaster today failures 
were announced of three farmers conducting 
large farms and of a number of others 
whose liabilities are smaller. Jacob 8. Hos- 
tetter failed for $25,000, Benjamin L. Gamber 
for $40,000, and Daniei E. Piper for 816.000. 

In Northampton County the Sheriff is kept 
busy levying on farm stock and siate quar- 
ries to satisfy claims amounting to from $500 
to $3,000. Farmers claim to be unable to meet 
their obligations owing to the low prices. 
The same story comes from Berks, Montgom- 
ery, and other neighboring counties. 

This widespread distress is largely attrib- 


uted to the competition of the cheap West- 


ern land with the high-priced Eastern farms, 


| making it impossible for the farmers to raise 


wheat, corn, and other staple crops at a prof- 
it. The railroads are charged with discrim- 
inating in favor of the Western farmers. 
Many cf the farms were bought at high prices 
during or soon after the war, from $100 to 
$250 an acre, and the shrinkage in values 
since that time has made it impossible for 
many farmers to make enough to pay inter- 
est on mortgages given in those flush times. 
A variety of other causes, such as the high 
price of labor, the competition of Southern 
vegetables, and failure to properly diversify 
their crops, all tend to embarrass the farm- 
ers. Farm lands in many cases are worth 
fuliy 50 per cent less than they were ten 
years ago.

The Tenor Claims to Have Been III-Treated 
by Manager Pratt. 

New York, April 3.—/|Special.|—Judge 
Andrews, in Supreme Court chambers, today 
heard the story of Tenor Montegriffo, who 
was engaged by Manager C. B. Pratt of the 
Emma Abbott company at 81890 a week and 
afterward accepted another offer at $175.

But this was small compared to the 
fact that the second tenor, a man so inferior 
that he got $30 less a week than Montegriffo, 
was allowed to sing when Montegriffo’s name 
was on the bills, and again Montegriffo was 
allowed to sing when the other man’s name 
was on the bille. In the former case Monte- 
griffo was jumped on by the critics and in 
the latter case the inferior man was lauded 
to the skies, to all of which Montegriffo seri- 
ously objected. Decision was reserved.

Sixty-fifth Annual Exhibition of the Na- 
tional Academy of Design. 

New York, April 3.— [Special.] Tue first 
of the two “varnishing days of the sixty- 
fifth annual exhibiwon of the National Acad- 
emy of Design was today. In average 
quality the present display is probably 
the best the academy ever held, but 
it contains few striking works of more 
than the usual importance and size.

BOWMAN SHUT OUT OF A CONFERENCE. 


The Deposed Bishop Receives a Rather 
Chilly Reception at Des Moines. 

Des Moines, Ia., April 3,—[Special.}]—The 
Des Moines Conference of the Evangelical 
Association is in session in this city. Its 
proceedings today were characterized by a 
row between Thomas Bowman, the Bishop 
recently deposed in Chicago, and his sympa- 
thizers and other members of the conference. 
This ecclesiastical body is considerably agi- 
tated just at present because all of its Bish- 
ops, three in number, have been deposed, and 
two of them claim the proceedings in their 
cases were illegal and unauthorized. Bishop 
Bowman is oneof these, and when the confer- 
ence met this morning he asserted his 
right to preside over its deliberations. The 
conference disregarded his claim and, in 
accordance with the rule when no Bishop is 
present, elected a member to preside. Bow- 
man still demanded his place and asserted 
that if he was not recognized the acts of the 
conference would be illegal. He reviewed at 
length the Chicago trials, warning the mem- 
bers to disabuse their minds of any idea that 
the general conference would uphold the 
action taken there. 

A spirited debate followed between the de- 
posed Bishop and the members of the confer- 
ence, in which ae former asserted that were 
it not for the reason that he did not wish to 
create a disturbance he would go to that chair 
and occupy it, as was his legal right. 

After further remarks Bishop Bowman 
called upon all who desired to remain with 
the alliance to go with him into an adjoining 
room. Fouror five members followed him, 
but they were denied admittance. « They, 
however, forced their way into the room 
despite protestations. . 

“You'll have to use physical force, if you 
get us out.“ said the Bishop. 

That we will do, if necessary,“ retorted a 
member. But the Bishop concluded that 
discretion was the better part of valor, and 
with his followers withdrew to a hotel, to 
consider the advisability of forming another 
conference. The regular conference pro- 
ceeded with its work. 


IN FAVOR OF SUGAR TRUST REFINERIES. 


Discrimination in Freight Rates in the Big 
Combine’s Interest. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., April 3.—[Special. ]—It has 
come to light that the Sugar Trust is ship- 
ping 3,500 to 4,000 barrels of sugar from New 
York to Pittsburg at 12 cents a hundred. 
That is three cents less than quoted rates 
and one cent less than the rate from Phila- 
deiphia, which is ninety miles nearer. The 
feat is accomp ished through a secret ar- 
rangement with the Erie Dispatch company 
over the Erie and Pittsburg and Lake Erie 
systems, a roundabout route. The effect is 
to shut the Philadelphia refineries not in the 
trust out of Pittsburg, and it is said an effort 
will be made to pursue similar tactics in oth- 
er cities. H. P. Dilworth oi H. P. Dilworth 
& Co., one of the largest firms here, said: 

„Ves, there certainly is a discrimination 
in freight rates in favor of the trust refineries 
of New York. The freight 1s prepaid, the 
sugar consigned to the wholesale dealer, and 
no bill of lading is required. It looks yery 
much as though the trust refiners have ob- 
tained control of the roads mentioned and 
are running things to suit themselves.“ 

It is said complaint will be made to the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission.

Mouday, June 2, the census enumerators will

HILLS METROPOLIS. 
The Line to Be Completed in the Near 
Fature—Extent and Profits of the Alas- 
kan Sslmon Fisheries—Decl:ine of the 


Side-Saddle in England—Street-Car Eti- 


quette in Mexico—Chats with Travelers 
at Chicago Hotel. 

“The prospects for the Black Hills are 
brighter now tban at any time since the 
great days of 76. Deadwood is to be con- 
nected by rail with the outside world.” 

This was the remark of D. E. McPherson, 
a Deadwood banker, who is at the Audito- 
rium Hotel. 

* The aay I left home,” he continued, “a 
force of 400 men ana fifty teams was put to 
work on the Burlington and Missouri road’s 
right of way to Deadwood... Grading was 
begun at a station just above Deadwood, and 
the work in Whitewood Gulch will be pushed 
rapidly. The branch will connect with the 
Burlington at Newcastie, W yo. 

For several years the different roads 
about the Black Hilis have promised to ex- 
tend cheir lines into Deadwood, but che great 
expense and difficult engineering work 
seemed to frighten them when they made 
their estimates. It was expected that the 
Northwestern would reach our town first, 
but that line has been beaten, and the Bur- 
lington and Missouri will be the first to pen- 
etrate the hills, to the rich mines and mills 
in the vicinity of Deadwood. This enter- 
prise is of interest to Eastern capitalists 
who own properties in and about Dead wood, 
and to the Chicago manufacturers and mer- 
chants wbo ship us goods. As it is now we are 
eight miles from the terminus of arailroad, 
and all our exports and imports have to be 
carted this distance. The new work of the 
Burlington has startied the Northwestern 
and the latter is hastening its surveys up 
through the hilis. It will probably. begin 
building from Whitewood, which is on the 
eastern side of the Black Hills.“ 


M. Ludwig, representing a big manuf act- 
uring firm of Vienna, is at the Auditorium 
Hotel. In speaking yesterday of the 
death of the Crown Prince ef Austria 
he said the affair was as much of a 
mvstery as ever. But,“ be added, 
„ there has been one really important 
result developed by his death. The Church 
party, wbich during his lifetime had but 
little influence in politics and none in the 
schools, hus assumed a bolder attitude. In 
Austria we have a public-school system sup- 
ag by the State, which has. hitherto 

en kept free from sectarian influences. 
The church party has recently demanced 
that these shali be suppressed; that Catno- 
lic schools, in which children shall be taught 
everything from the Catholic standpoint, 
salli take their place; ana that Protestant 
children shall only receive an education by 
means of such private schools as they them- 
selves can support. I think the influence of 
the Emperor and of the large German Prot- 
estant element will be sufficient to prevent 


any such measure being successful. 


„Our most difficult problem in Austria is 
that of the Balkan Peninsula and the rela- 
tion of its States to each other and to Aus- 
tria, Russia, and Turkey. I am sure, how- 
ever, that the time will come when Bulgaria, 
Roumania, Servia, ad the other Balkan 
States will forma union sufficiently strong 
to retain their independence and protect 
themselves against Russian encroachment, 
while on tne road to Constantinople.“ 


It is said that the salmon fisheries of 
Alaska will make one of the biggest and 
most profitable industries in the world just 
as soon as that Territory shall have been pro- 
vided with meahs of transportation. Dr. J. 
E. Fuller of Wisconsin spent a number of 
years in Alaska and was at one time connect- 
ed with the famous Treadwell mines. He is 
now at the Tremont, and a little group in the 
hotel office was entertained last evening by 
his talk on the salmon fisheries of the Karluk 
River, the biggest stream on Kodiac Island. 

Last season,“ said the doctor, about 
250,000 cases of salmon were put up from tbe 
waters of the Kariuk. That number of cases 
is equal to over 12,000,000 pounds. One day’s 
product on record was acatch of 150,000 red 
salmon, or about ten times as many, pounds. 
The fish are all caught in seines. Some 
twenty-five men handle one net, and dories, 
lighters, steam launches, and large steamers 
are used. it is said that $4,000,000 is in- 
vested in these fisheries and the 
net profit last season—from June to 
September—was over 25 per cent. 
Tnat is fair for only three months’ 
work in the year. The capital invested in 
the various companies on Kodiac Island will 
average $150,000 each. On the Karluk there 
are six permanent canneries. Of all the can- 
neries in Alaska the eleven on Kodiac Island 
produce more canned salmon than ail the 
others combined.“

FOR RECIPROCITY OR ANNEXATION. 


Significant Speech in the Dominion Parlia- 
9 ment by Mr. Graham. 

Toronto, Out., April 3—In the Ontario 
Legislature last night Mr. Graham, member 
for East Lambton, moved that in the opinion 
of this House it is desirable that closer trade 
relations should exist between the United 
States of America and the Dominion of 
Canada, and that this House do humbly peti- 
tion the Legislature of the Dominion of 
Canada to take such steps as they may deem 
expedient to bring about unrestricted re- 
ciprocity between the United States of 
America and the Dominion of Canada.“ 

Mr. Graham said the matter had been dis- 
cussed and favorably pronounced upon by 
farmers’ institutes all over the province. 
There was no use in concealing the fact that 
the farmers were handicapped by the pro- 
hibitory tariff which the Americans had put 
upon our products, and if something was not 
done to relieve the farmers they would soon 
become bankrupt. ihe United States was 
our natural market, he said, and it was in 
the interests of the whole country that closer 
trade relations should prevail. The farmers 
were as loyal as any other men, but they had 
a right to ask that justice be done them. If

MR. ADAMS FILES A PROTEST.

THE PACIFIC RAILROAD BILL. 

The House Committee on Pacitic Railroads 
heard further statements today 17 Moore- 
field Story, the attorney for the Union Pa- 
cific railroad. Mr. Story submitted a copy of 
the pending bill to fund the Government in- 
debtedness of tae Pacific railroad companies, 
containing amendments suggested by Presi- 
dent Adams to meet the case of the Unica 
Pacific. The changes of consequence pro- 
posed are the abolition of the Government 
guarantee of the bonds to be issued, a pro- 
vision for the cancellation of the mortgage 
upon full payment of the bonds, and a read- 
justment of the amounts of the payments, 
somewhat upon the n pro in the case 
of the Central Pacific company, so as to fund 
one-half of the mterest for the first ten 
years and thereby reduce the amount of the 
first payments with a corresponding increase 
of the ultimate payments. 

CHANGED HIS MIND ABOUT BOYNTON. 

Col. Charles de Arpaud, a Russian, who is 
pressing a claim nst the Government for 
services rendered during the late war, visited 
the Washington office of the Cincinnati 
Contmercial-Gazette last night to demand a cor- 
rection of a published dispatch. The dis 
patch stated tha Col. de Arnaud was a spy 
during the war. Gen. H. V. Boynton, tue 
correspondent of the Commercial-Gazetie, de- 
clined to retract the charge, and when De 
Arnaud called him a coward Gen. Boynton 
threw him through the doorway of the office 
and into the street. Col. de Arnaud returned 
to the office and apologized for his language, 
saying that he was firmly convinced that 
Gen. Boynton was not a coward. 

A BRONZE STATUE FOR FRANCE. 

A numoer of well-known ladies, including 
the wives ol Senators Jones, McMillan, Payne, 
and Hearst, Mrs. Whitelaw Reid. Miss Flor- 
ence Bayard, and Mrs. Frank Hatton, met 
yesterday at the house of Justice Field and 
decided to issue an address calling upon the 
women of America for contribuwons for a 
bronze statue to be presented to France as a 
token of friendship. 

THEY WANT CHEAP FERTILIZERS. 

The agent of the Virginia State Grange 
has sent out many copies of the circular to 
farmers calling weir attention to the fact 
that the McKinley tariff bill provides for 
a “tax of one-fourth of a cent a pound on 
sulphuric acid, which is $5 a ton, or $2.50 on 
every ton of dissolved bone used by 
the farmers, or from 2 to $2.50 on 
every ton of manufactured fertilizers. 
tells the farmers there is no politics in this 
matter. It is a question of business, and un- 
less they are willing to be taxea $2 or G a 
ton for their fertilizers they must send in 
their protests to Mr. La Follette and Gov. 
Gear, who are their friends.“ Many copies 
of the circular were distributed among mem- 
bers of the House today. 

THE TOBACCO SCHEDULES. 

The cigar manufacturers who made argu- 
ment before the Ways and Means Committee 
yesterday in oppositien-to the tobacco sched- 
ules of the tariff bill today filed with tne 
committee a substitute for those schedules 
which would de acceptable to them. The 
substitute is intended to correct the proviso 
in the bill Which subjects to duty as wrap- 
pers, at $2.75 a pound, the entire contents of 
a bale of leaf tobacco which contains any 
leaf suitable for wrappers. This proviso, the 
tobacco men assért, would reaily include leaf 
bales, as none of them are free from a few 
leaves fit for wrappers. 


GAVE THE OFFICER A LIVELY CHASE. 


Lillian Lewis Escapes from ast. Louis Con- 
stable After a Hard Ran. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 3.—Lillian Lewis had 
an exciting time with constables here yester- 
day who had attachments against her.

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MILWAUKEE'S ELECTION. 


WHAT THE PRIESTS TOLD THEIR 
DUPES THE BENNETT LAW WAS. 


. 


An Imaginary Measure Which Innocent 
People Mistook for the Real One—Thon- 
sands Who Voted for Peck Trying to 
Protest Against a Bugaboo—Most of 
the Votes Recorded for the Citizens’ 
Ticket Will Ke Found to Favor Com- 
pulsery Kducation. 


Milwaukee Sentinel: Tne people of the 
State doubtiess read with surprise the result 
of the Milwaukee election published yester- 
day. Many will assume that the votes cast 
for Brown indicate the strength of the senti- 
ment here in favor ot the Bennett law, and 
the vote for Peck the strength of the opposi- 
tion, Omitting to note the fact that over 5,000 
votes were cast for a Citizens’ ticket and 
that most of the voters who cast them would 
vote for tne Bennett law if that question 
were directly presented. Peck's major:ty 
was 1,399. 

It should be remembered further that the 
great body of the voters who supportea Peck 
as u protest against the Bennett law aid not 
vote ugainst that law as it really exists, but 
against a law which exists only in their im- 
agination. What they yoted against was a 
law described to them asa law which vio- 
lates the Constitution; which denies the 
right of trial by jury; which probibits 
the teaching of the German language. and 
which was inspired by zhostility to the 
German-Americans and to the Christian re- 
ligion. If there was such a law it would be 
their duty tooppose and defeat it by all con- 
stitutional méans, and even to rise in violent 
rebellion against it. They were told in the 
church organs and by Democratic orators 
that the Bennett law was a measure of that 
kind, and it was against this bugbear that 
they rallied to the ballot-box, not against the 
just, and wholesome, and equitable measure 
that stands upon the statute book. 

The imaginary measure which they accept- 
ed as the real one and which they voted 
against was one referred to in a poem that 
appeared in the Seebote a day or two before 
the election, some stanzas of which we give 
in a prose translation, thus: We will not 
be robbed of the dear speech in which our 
motners taught us the first songs. Ine Ger- 
man language shall be maintained also 
in America; whey shall not take it 
from us by such a Bennett law. We 
will not allow ourselves to be robbed 
of the schools in which the German speech 
and customs are maintained. If this bul- 
wark falisitis all over with us; therefore 
we must betimes resist the enemy. There- 
fore, Germans, fight astively for your good 
rights; let them not triumph; otnerwise it 
will go bad with us.” The same poet has a 
pwan of victory in yesterday’s Germania, in 
which he sings the triumph of the German 
school, and exclaims: ‘*‘*We Germans 
were on hand this time. Don’t forget 
it in whe future; the German does 
not allow himself to be fooled. The 
German shouts victory! He has this time 
shown that he also plays the first fiddle.” 
Utterances of this sort show to what an ex- 
vent falsehood and demagogy have succeeded 
in their mischievous work of arousing un- 
warranted prejudices and exciting ground- 
less fears. The task of the supporters of 
the Bennett law is to bear fearlessly the 
torch of enlightenment, and expose and dis- 
sipate the spectral monsters conjured up by 
selfish bigots and scurvy and consciousiess 
politicians who would barter the immediate 
jewel of tneir souls, if they possess such an 
article, for temporary success. 

While opposition to the Bennett law, as it 
was described by its enemies, played a large 
part in giving the Democratic city ticket a 
majority Tuesday, there were other local and 
personal que hich had considerable 
influence.in lead: that result. Among 
these was a talk ut “a court-house ring,.“ 
which it was alleged was supporting Mayor 
Brown, and the charge mat certain Demo- 
cratic members of the ring had taken an 
active part in controlling both the Republic-

A Dabious Victory. 

Milwaukee News (Ind.-Dem.): The fortunes 
of the City of Milwaukee will be presided 
over by George W. Peck as Mayor for the 
next two years. The victory on the part of 
Peck was one of those things that could not 
be foretold, but which everybody not in sym- 
pathy with his attitude feared might happen. 

It cannot properly be said to be a victory 
of the Democratic party. It is rather the 
triumph of the Papal and Lutheran 
Churches over their adherents. It was 
not Peck’s nor the Democratic 
party’s individuality that  brougtit 
about the result. No claims, or at least 
slight ones only, can be made on these 
grounds. It is simply apparent on its face, 
when one looks over the various wards 
where the political affinities of the vote is 
well known, that the Bennett law is entirely 
responsible for the result. 

But the whole contest was a remarkable 
one, The Republican party has met a de- 
served defeat, while it cannct be said that 
the Democratic party has met a deserved 
victory. The Bennett law hac no business in 
this campaign. By a continual agitation of it 
long before the matter should properly have 
been considered, the Sentinel had aroused re- 
ligious antagonisms tha could not be staid. 

On the other hand the position of the Dem- 
ocratic party on the Bennett law, though in- 
trinsicaily bad, still had the merit of frank- 
ness. It was no straddie. It was a boid, 
open assertion of its attitude. To this ex- 
tent if was worthy of respect because it was 
not an attempt at evasion. It was a bid for 
votes, but it had the frankness of making 
that fact apparent on its face, and hence was 
no deception.

He 
it a Bennett law man at heart, and witnesses 
who have heard nim say so can be brought 
forward. Yet he has publicly declared his 
opposition to the law and on that declaration 
he was elected. Such attitudes may be per- 
missible in politics, but on such vital issues 
they carry with them little respect for the 
mau who assumes the m. 

Mr. Peck bas the glory of success, but he 
does not stand before tue city and State in 
tne same relation and confidence and esteem 
that he did two weeks ago.

The policy wili be to appoint a committee at 
the caucus of Saturday to fix up a list of 
committees for Monday evening. This list 
will be submitted at an adjourned caucus 
meeting Sunday. ; 

Some of the older and better informed 
Aldermen urge that Dixon of the First Ward 
be retained as Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee in accordance with the precedent es- 
tablished when Harrison was Mayor and 
when Wethereli, 4a Republican. was 
at the. head of the Finance Commit- 
tee.

MAKING HASTE SLOWLY. 


CAPT. BLACK WAS BUSY AND THE 
GAS-TRUST CASE WAS PASSED. 


It May Be Heard Today if Capt. Black 
Should Happen to Be Disengaged—Miss 
Ellen T. Reedy Files an Answer to 
Mrs. Delia K. Reedy’s Bill Attacking

The Gas Trust case, in which Francis M. 
Chariton seeks an injanction to restrain the 
trust from paying a dividend of $250,000 and the 
appointment of a receiver, was not heard in 
Judge Collins’ court yesterday owing to the en- 
gagement of Capt. Black. the complainant’s so- 
licitor, in Judge Jamieson’s court. Mr. Beck, 
the partnér of Mr. Charlton, wantea a postpone- 
ment. The matter of declaring a dividend was 
settled already, he said, because the dividend 
a d been paid. The trustees, however, had paid 
it and the officers of the trust had no control 
over this matter. 

Mr. Goudy opposed any further delay. He 
said it was a stock-jobbing scheme. Chariton's 
deposition had been obtained the day before in 
which he had admitted that he knew nothing 
about the allegations in his bill. The dividend 
had not been paid because there was no money 
to pay it. 

Judge Collins said he would hear the case to- 
day, provided Capt. Black was disengaged. 


The Reedy Will Case. 

Miss Ellen T. Reedy's answer to Mrs, Delia K. 
Reedy's biil, attacking the will of the late James 
W. Reedy, was filed in the Circuit Court. It 
purports to explain the reasons which prompted 
Reedy to leave the property to his relations and 
cut off his wife with 61.500. 

Miss Reedy tells of her life with her brother, 
how they lived together from the time he was a 
poor mechanic, and how she aided him in ac- 
cumulating his fortune.

The leading produce markets were nearly the 
same in character as Wednesday, grain being 
firm and active, while provisions were weaker. 
The weather was wet in the West, but growing 
warmer and was generally regarded as good for 
the crops of this year, while tending to interfere 
with the movement of farmers’ reserves to mar- 
ket. 

Some members of the board who seemed to be 
sending out continuous quotations were remon- 


strated with, and that part of the business was 


soon stopped. Some argued that continuous 
quotations to m4 one might be construed as a 
contempt of the injunction and there was no de- 
sire to do anything not warranted under the 
rulings of the court.

Army Reorganization. 
BLOOMINGTON, III., April 1,.—[Editor of The

Gen. Kautz says that the occupation of = 
army is gone; Indian wars are over and 
soldiers are no longer needed as a National mre 
lice for the Indians; that hereafter the army will 
be located near our large cities, as at ng t | her- 
idan, etc., as a reserve — force in great 
emergencies. He proposes to renovate the rank 
and file of the army; make it no longer the ren- 
l of the Dell Wilds, but enlist only young 
of good character and fair education, tnen 
the officers to work educating these you 


y 
means, if our army consisted of 25,000 enlisted 
men for a term of five years, we would have 5,000 
young men turned outof the army every eed 
with a thorough mental and military drill, fitted 
to officer, if need be, the volunteers that might 
be called out in any t emergency, and this 
would cost no more than our present army. 

By our present system the officers suffer as 
much asthe men. Afteran education at bag 
Point that has no superior in the coun the 
graduate is given a place in the army in- 
sures him a respectable living and honorable 
social position, but with not enough to do to 
keep the moss from growing on the soles of his 
feet. The devil finds something with which to 
amuse the idle brains of the officer as well as 
the men in the ranks. There is absolu 
nothing to stimulate either to any exertion. 
Gen. Kautz’s plan is adopted the army would 
get the pick of the young menin the country, 
and in army they would get a physical and 
mental education that would fit them for any 
career, and out of their pay y they could save up 
a few hundred dollars with which to begin hfe, 
and the officers having honorable ocoupaton 
would be released from the curse of respectable 
idleness. Then our army would become our Na- 
tional university.
